Born in then-Peiping to a 
independently-minded univer- 
Sity professor_ father and a 
Imother who was extremely 
influenced by Western ideas， 
Kathy Wel crisscrossed China 
during the period of the 
book，1930-1949. 

After the Japanese invaded 
China，her family made a 
thousand-mlile  journey to 
Hunan， where her grandfa- 
ther Owned vast estates and 
mines and ruled a fiefdom 
Surrounded by his concubines. 

Her father，by saying that 
he would not "rule"” after her 
grandfather's death， exacer- 
bated rivalries between the 
immediate family and other 
relatlives. 

The family travelled to the 
provlsional .capital of China 
in Chungking to rejoin their 
father in 1943 and，after the 
Japanese Surrender，moved to 
Shanghai， where the young 
Katherine took part in anti- 
governmental demonstrations 
and applied to _ nursing school. 

The anti-government activ- 
lsm worried her parents and 
thelir concern and the execu- 
tion of her friend Lao 
Chang，the family cook，as a 
Communist sympathizer， 
resulted in her leaving for 
study in the US. 

Engaged to the brother of 
a highly-placed official of 
Chiang Kai-Shek'"s government 
who awaited her in New 
York，she left China on April 
29，1949，less than Six weeks 
before the Communists took 
over Shanghai.

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Howard Jan, Shortstop， 
Joins Angels

Howard G. Jan， business- 
Iman, Sportsman, husband, father 
and grandfather，was called by 
his coach to join the Angels on 
9unday, August 10. It ls assumed 
that he will play shortstop，the 
Position which won him a reputa- 
tion up and down the Sacramento 
Valley in the 1920's and 30'S. He 
started with the Sonora Club 
Team in the Mexican-American 
league in 1923; played for the 
Nippon Stars,and was the found- 
er of the Chung Wah Baseball 
Team. They won the 1934 Clty 
League Champlonship and were 
invlted to Play against Inmates in Folsom Prison. Howard Jan was 
credited with bringling baseball to China in the 1930S and was 
known for his prowess on the field as a.shortstop and a long-ball 
hltter， 

He was my Dad. 

His father Jan Wai, brought his mother and his six siblings from 
Canton，China，in 1912. They settled in ,Sacramento，where his 
father established the Wing Lee Meat Company. His father expected 
his four sons to carry on the family business，sSo Howard started 
working there at a very young age. When he was in high school, he 
used to make meat deliveries early in the morning before school. In 
exchange，he was able to use the truck at nlight and many an eve- 
ning Was Spent with his buddies going out to the local watering 
holes，getting a little high and singing all night in the back of the 
Wing Lee truck! Wing Lee Meats 1s now being managed by the 
third generation of Jans. 

He was a founding member of the Sacramento Chinese Golf Club 
and was active in the Chinese Senior Golf Club. He loved to fish 
and started a fad among his fshing friends: a fsh pond in the back 
yard with black bass whlich he caught. A_ bright light bulb hanging 
Over the pond attracted bugs，which the bass leaped up to eat. 
During his retirement years, duck hunting became a passion with 
him. A year ago，when cancer began to give him problems, his one 
goal was to hunt another season, and he did. 

He was also a charter member of the Capital Lions Club and he 
Was honored by them two years ago for his years of commtunity 
Servilce. 


FAILING HEALTH 
It was only two months ago that the ravages of the spreading 
cancer began to eat away at his once healthy body. When home care 
became too diffcult，he was admitted to the hospital. The family 
kept a 24-hour vigll by his bedside; Ispent his fnal night with him . 
Trying to sleep on the cot the hospital provided was not easy. I 
would listen to his uneven,， gargling breaths; I could hear the ever- 
effcient nurses shufHing in every two hours; I was aware that he 
Was not crying ln pain when they turned him from one side to the 
other 工 sang hymns to him，not certain 过 he could hear me; I 
asSured him that he was loved and that we were now praying for his 
release from pain and suffering. 
The coach called hlis number the next afternoon . 


AGRAND SEND-OFF 

We had a celebration of his life 一 as he had wanted us to 一 with 
over fve hundred of his family，friends，and business associates， 
Ray 天 wong recounted how, as an eleven-year-old bat boy, he looked 
up to Howard as his hero. At the end of his eulogy, the strains of 
”Take Me Out to the Ball Game” filled the church and brought the 
Perfect touch of lightness to the day. 

My Dad's closest friend was probably my brother Art. Not only 
did they work slide by side in the business for over thirty years bnt 
they were golf, fshing and hunting partners. This is how he re- 
Imembered Dad : 

“Gentleness was a way of life with him，and honesty was as 
natural to him as eating and breathing. To him, caring wasn't Some- 
thing you talked about, it was something you did every day. These 
aren't Spectacular things, of course,， unless you're lucky enough to 
be allowed to live with them. Then you realize that they:re a lot 
Imore envliable than money or fame，neither of whlich Dad ever 
wanted anywWaySs.?”
